But for some this 
time of year holds much 
sadder and darker emo¬ 
tions. Hidden behind the 
forced smiles are often 
aching hearts bravely and 
silently struggling with 
great pain. For millions 
Christmas is a time of 
deep loneliness, depres¬ 
sion and anxiety. The 
“Holiday Blues” is very 
real for the unfortunate 
ones who are affected. 
Coping with depression 
is very difficult any time, 
but far harder during 
Christmas. Why is 
the Holiday Season such 
a sad and depressing 
time for so many people? 
There are several factors 
and each in itself can 
cause much sorrow and 
grief. Unfortunately, most 
struggle with more than 
one issue, making it even 
harder to deal with. 

Perhaps the 

most common cause of 
depression during the 
Holidays is grief over 
the deaths of loved ones. 
Since our most cherished 
memories are often of 
Christmas time with our 


loved ones, it is only 
logical that we miss them 
most at this time. Yearn¬ 
ing for the “good old 
times” when we were 
all together and happy is 
a powerful feeling and 
can leave a terrible ache 
in our hearts. Accepting 
the fact that we can’t be 
with them again is simply 
impossible for some. 

Another com¬ 
mon cause of depression 
during Christmas is the 
added financial demands 
on already tight bud¬ 
gets. It’s tough enough 
in this world these days 
just trying to pay the 
bills and put food on the 
table for everyone. Add 
in the additional burden 
of over-priced presents, 
food, decorations, and 
possibly travel and it’s 
just too much for many 
to afford. The stress of 
trying to provide when 
the money isn’t there is 
overwhelming. Can you 
imagine how terrible it 
would be for a loving 
parent to have to try to 
explain to their kids why 
Santa didn’t come this 
year? Just the thought 
depresses me. 

For some the joys

OPENED 

December is 
upon us, the month of 
Christmas, office parties, 
school programs, gifts, 
and family gatherings. 
Unlike the days of my 
grandparents when several 
generations all lived under 
one roof, today’s families 
are scattered, often living 
hundreds of miles apart. 
This fact plus the alarm¬ 
ing divorce rate, children 
being born out of wedlock 
and the demanding work 
schedules of parents and 
older children has moved 
many a Christmas celebra¬ 
tion from around the fam¬ 
ily tree Christmas morning 
to families having numer¬ 
ous get togethers through¬ 
out the month exchanging 
presents and enjoying 
meals. 

Gifts everyone 
loves them, many people 
appreciate them. As I 
grow older my wish list 
for Christmas grows less 
demanding. I look much 
more forward to giving 
than receiving, but I still 
enjoy unwrapping that 
present. 

Just as we 

open presents at Christ¬ 
mas time, there are seven 
things God wishes for us 
to open, pretty much on a 
daily basis. 

Deuteronomy 
15:7-8, 11 tells us “open 
thine hand wide unto” 
the poor. God wants His 
people to have a generous 
heart, which gives cheer¬ 
fully (2 Corinthians 9:7). 

A sobering thought is also 
here, “For the poor shall 
never cease out of the 
land.” Christmas is a time 


for giving, but as Chris¬ 
tians we should always be 
benevolent. 

2 Kings 6 tells the 
story of the king of Syria 
sending an army to fetch 
the prophet Elisha. When 
Elisha saw the approach¬ 
ing army, he could also 
see the army of God there 
to defend him. An army of 
angels ready to do battle 
for the man of God. Eli¬ 
sha’s servant could not see 
the army of God and was 
afraid, Elisha prayed for 
his servant’s eyes to open; 
instantly, he could see 
what was hidden before. 
We need to open our eyes 
for vision. There is an 
additional lesson here, we 
need prayer for spiritual 
vision. Our ears also need 
to be opened to God, to 
hear his call and under¬ 
stand how He wants us to 
serve Him (Psalm 40:6). 

Moving on to 
number four, our lips need 
to be open to testify to 
the world the great things 
God has done, “O Lord, 
open thou my lips; and my 
mouth shall shew forth thy 
praise” (Psalm 51:15). 

Daniel chap¬ 
ter six tells us to open our 
windows for prayer. King 
Darius had made a decree 
that no one should ask any 
petition of anyone except 
for him thirty days. Daniel 
was found breaking this 
law when he open his win¬ 
dows and prayed. Upon 
being seen he was report¬ 
ed to the authorities, ar¬ 
rested, thrown into the den 
of lions, only to be found 
safe and sound the next 
morning. Daniel opened 
the windows of prayer and 
followers of God have 


been receiving the benefits 
of it for centuries. When 
God’s people pray great 
things will happen. 

Lydia shows us 
another item to open; our 
hearts. Close attention 
to Acts 16:14 will show 
that God actually opened 
Lydia’s heart, but before 
He did so, she worshiped 
God. James tells us this is 
the natural order of things, 
“Draw nigh to God, and 
he will draw nigh to you. . 
.” As Lydia, stepped closer 
to God, He came close to 
her and opened her heart. 
Do you pray before you 
go to church or read your 
Bible? When you walk 
into the church house 
are you expecting to be 
blessed? 

The last thing on 
our list of seven is our 
doors. Doors for God’s 
service; pray and look for 
open doors to do God’s 
service. God will give you 
an opportunity, if you only 
open the door (2 Corinthi¬ 
ans 2:12).
